It would be completely unrealistic 
for the United Nations not to realize 
} that the potential for war will not be 
L dissipated by an attitude that nothing was 
wrong in the first place. 

Meanwhile, U.S. relations with Britain 
and France have dropped to a new low. 
| We are being accused, along with the 
Soviets, of trying to eliminate their in- 
fluence in the Middle East and of want- 
ing to dominate it ourselves. Surely this 
is a shortsighted view, but this country 
is responsible for forcing the allies to 
withdraw by refusing to supply them with 
oil until they do withdraw. There is 
bound to be extreme bitterness because 
of this economic pressure.

Washington 
believes that had we not, the entire West- 
ern position would have collapsed, leaving

This includes physical con- 
trol of the disputed areas until the causes 
of the disputes are settled. Merely to 
withdraw without a settlement will invite 
another and perhaps bigger war.

Let the State Patrol Be 
As Tough as Necessary 


The Georgia State Patrol claims that 
its “get tough” policy is paying off in 
lives saved. 

It cites as evidence that following the 
addition of 50 troopers and a crackdown 
that began in July there were 24 less 
deaths in the four months’ period from July 
through October than in the like period 
last year. 


That is, of course, good news. But 
even with the crackdown, there still were 
359 deaths during the four months and 
tthe fatality record since Jan. 1 is worse 
than in 1955. Fatalities totaled 907 in the 
first 10 months of this year, compared 
with 850 in 1955. 


Col. W. C. Dominy, patrol director, 
said factors contributing to the improve- 
ment include more patrols operating 
more hours, more troopers working long- 
er hours and a statewide two-way radio 
network operating around the clock. 


As for “getting tough,” Col. Dominy 
should have every encouragement to get 
even tougher. We believe that he has the 
backing of the majority of Georgians in 
any move which will reduce highway 
slaughter, even including unmarked cars 
and hiding behind persimmon bushes as 
Gov. Griffin suggested. 


The National Safety Council also has 
come up with some good news. Through- 
out the nation motor-vehicle fatalities 
were down 12 per cent in October, the 
first decline in 19 months. 

The decline is evén more remarkable 
considering that fatalities in October 
usually are higher than in any other 
month of the year. But here, too, the fact 
must be faced that 32,420 people died on 
the nation’s roads in the first 10 months 
of this year—5 per cent higher than the 
like period last year. 


Let us hope that the news means that 
motorists are becoming aware of the con- 
sequences of their carelessness and also 
that law-enforcement officials are crack- 
ing down everywhere. May the trend 
continue with the full force of public 
opinion behind it!

“Retail prices of foods have 
advanced 4 per cent since early 
this year and are slightly higher 
than in mid-1956. The greater 
than seasonal increase in the 
spring reflected larger consumer 
demands, higher farm prices and 
increased costs of processing and 
distribution. 

RISING WAGES FIGURE 

“Average prices of all other 
items other than foods have ad- 
vanced 2 per cent this year and 
are 3 per cent higher than in mid- 
1955. For a variety of personal 
services, and also for rents, ris- 
ing wage rates have been an im- 
portant factor in the continuing 
postwar rise. Increases in pro- 
ductivity tend to be smaller in
